Dublin, Nov. 29. — The events of tho 
lust throe days have thrown the Irish 
metropolis into a state of panic ijiiite as 
marked as ' that which sudcecded the »s- 
sassinations in the Phouuix Park in May 
last. The fatal encounter between the 
detectives and armed men, the daring 
and almost successful attempt to assassi- 
nate, a quiet, inoffensive citizen, together 
with tho extraordinary language em- 
ployed in the House of Commons by tho 
Chief Secretary, are circumstances calcu- 
lated to throw even the most sober- 
minded community off its balance. For 
some tici-.e past, acting apparently on good 
information, the detectives have hardly 
for a moment lost sight of the loaders of 
tho "assassination gang" which is be- 
lieved to be at tho bottom of all the re- 
cent political murders in Dublin. They 
have dogged these men on every occasion 
when they have appeared in the thorough- 
fares outside their usual haunts, and it 
was in pursuance of this system of close 
and activo surveillance that the detectives 
caino into conflict with the armed gang 
in Abbey stroot on Saturday night last. 
Three detectives were keeping a close 
watch on five suspected men from an 
early hour in the evening. These men 
wore lurking about the neighborhood of 
Lower Sackville street, holding confer- 
ences witli their friends, and going in 
and out of the various public houses in 
the neighborhood. They were evidently 
aware that a close and persistent watch 
was being kept on their movements, be- 
cause they doubled, several times, and at- 
tempted to shako off the three men who 
were interfering with whatever project 
they had on hand. Seeing that there 
was a chance of the gang separating, and 
thus eluding pursuit Detective Eastwood 
sent one of his men for assistance, and 
this aid at once arrived in the persons of 
Inspector Stratford and officers Beatty 
and Williams, bringing the total force up 
to six men. At this time the group of 
"suspects" was engaged in earner,! con 
feronce at tho entrance to an archway 
about twenty yards from tho Sackville 
street end of Middle Abbey street. The 
detectives were standing at the opposite 
or northern side of the street. Tho 
southern sido was cast in deep shade by 
tho brilliant light of tho moon, and in 
. shadow the gang of conspirators moved 
Blowly down tho pathway. On their part 
tho detectives, split into two groups of 
.three each, quietly followed oivt'he other 
side. The foremost group consisted of 
Eastwood, Cox and Naughton; while 
Stratford, Beatty and Williams followed 
at a distance of about ten yards. At this 
.moment there were crowds of people in 
.Sackville strbet, but the rattier uiifre"- 
.quentod thoroughfare of Abbey street was 
almost deserted. .

The men stopped almost opposite the 
.Nation newspaper office, and they had no 
. sooner called a halt than three, shrill 
. notes wure blown in rapid succession on 
a pea-whistle, and a man was heard to ex- 
claim, "Now is your time! . shoot him! 
shoot him!" A socond afterward one of 
tho men stepped off tho footpath on to 
the roadway, with a revolver in his hand. 
EaBtwood, on the other side of the street, 
• shouted, "There is a man with a revol- 
ver; arrest him !" Cox rushed across to 
execute tho order. A shot was 6red by 
the man on the roadway, followed by an- 
other and another in rapid succession, 
until there was a perfect fusillade, as 
many as fourteen of fifteen shots bjing 
exchanged in as many seconds. The 
startled passerB-by fled in dismay at the 
first shot, but when tho tiring ceased they 
returned and crowded round the strug- 
gling group at tho scone of the shooting. 
A striking and horrible tableau met the 
excited gnzoof tho crowd. Upon tho 
roadway, in a rapidly increasing pool of 
blood lay tho men -one dead and the 
othor desperately wounded. Near the 
fallen men was a group of three on their 
fcot — one a prisoner, a tall, powerful man 
in tho garb of a workman; another, a ser- 
geant of tho King's Royal.Riila corps, 
with a drawn sword at the prisoner's 
throat, and the third a well known niein- 
hor of' the city detective force, with a still 
smoking rovolvor lying at his feet, a hole 
. in his hat through which a bullet had 
passed and a rent in his sleeve caused by 
a similar missile. Around this group, 
prepared to meet any attempted rescue, 
wero four detectives, ono replacing in his 
pocket tho revolver he had just emptied 
at his assailants. The dead man was 
• Detective Cox, shot through the head and 
killed on tho spot. The wounded man 
was his murderer, Christopher Dooley, a 
. gasfitter. Tho prisoner was Thomas 
Devine, a painter by trade, but known to 
the police as a notoriously bad character. 
The soldier was Sergeant Danvera, of the 
First Battalion, King's Royal Bides. 
"in tub queen's name." 
What had occurred was this: Cox in 
crossing tho street was shot dead by the 
second discharge from Donley's revolver, 
iiastwood then fired at Dooley, wounding 
him twice — once in the shoulder and again 
in the wrist Tho two men fell together. 
Eastwood stooped over Cox, and, after a 



moment's examination, shouted: "Oh, 
boys, Cox is dead !" when ho was rising, 
a violent blow knocked his revolver out 
of his hand and he found himself pinioned 
from behind by a tall, powerful man. 
Turning' around he saw one of tho gang 
whom he knew, and exclaimed: ''Devine, 
I know you; don't shoot me!'.' At that 
moment a soldier rushed forward with a 
drawn sword, and Eastwood shoutod: 
" Soldier, soldier, we are police! Assist 
us, in the Queon's name! Arrest this 
man!" Sergeant Danvera, a small, light- 
ly-built man, unhesitatingly seized Devine 
by the collar, and placing the point of his 
drawn sword to his throat, said: " If you 
stir a peg I'll put it through your neck." 
Eastwood then turned quickly and clasped 
the prisonor in his arms. It was well ho 
did so, for the man had two heavy revol- 
vers in his inner pockets, which he had 
not-had timo to draw. The rest of tho 
gang hud tied toward Capel street. ^ A 
cab and a e.»r were got at onco and the 
wounded prisoner, Dooley, was placed on 
tho former, while the body of tho unfor- 
tunate OtiicerCox — a young man of gl oat 
promise—was convoyed on the latter to 
the hospital. Eastwood and Danvers 
(still, with his drawn sword at Devine'a 
throat) marched the prisoner in the midst 
of an excited crowd, to tho Store street 
police station, whero he was searched, 
and the whistle with which tho signals 
had been given and the two revolvers 
taken from him. While creasing Sack- 
ville street thero wero cries of " Shoot 
the, soldier!" and a drunken unfortunate 
rushed forward and seized his sword arm, 
considerably impeding him until she was 
dragged off. 

IX THE CAB. 
Prisoner Dooley, although severely 
wounded was still able to show resistance, 
and in the cab with hitn wero Inspector 
Stratford and Beatty, the constable. As 
tho vehicle passod down Abbey stroet, 
toward the hospital in the wake of the 
car an exciting incident occurred. A man 
(who was afterward arrested) rushed up 
to the door, opened it and pulled it to- 
ward him. When tho door was opened 
Dooley made a motion toward the intru- 
der, and said, "My knife." Stratford, 
suspecting that lie was going to use a dag- 
ger, struck him a violent blow on the 
the head with his revolver, and then 
puintod the weapon at the man 
who was holding tho door, and said 
if he came an inch further he would shoot 
him. Tho man thou made off, and he 
was not again seen Uhtil his arrest. Thero 
are several curious incidents of the affray 
which are worth recording, A man who 
passod through tho group while they had 
halted, just before the first shot, heard 
some one nay; " Here ho is! Here he is! 
Now's your timo!" The whistle imme- 
diately afterward sounded. A gentleman 
living in tho house, before which the fight 
occurred, lifted his blind just as the whis- 
tle was blown and heard distinctly tho 
exclamation or ordor, "Shoot him! shoot 
him!" . , 

AltllKSTtt. 

Then came the first swoop of the po- 
lice. At. two o'clock on Sunday morning 
the detectives stealthily entered the houte 
of William Woodward, an operative organ 
builder, living on CulTeo streot. They 
forced the door and seized the man be- 
fore he was awake. Woodward, who was 
formerly in jail under Mr. Forstor's coer- 
cion act, on suspicion of being concerned 
in tho murder of an informer named 
Bailey, was soon and spoken to by Strat- 
ford in Abbey street,, a few minutes be- 
fore the shooting commenced, and this 
detective swears in his deposition that he 
believes he was one of the gmun. A dil- 
igent search was then made for the man 
who had attempted to get Dooley out of 
the cab. He was known to be Joseph 
Poole, a tailor, who was arrested on sua 
picion of being accessory to the murder 
of a man named Kenny, in Seville place 
last duly. Ho also had been in prison 
until tho expiration of the coercion act in 
September last. It was not until threo 
o'clock on Tuesday morning that the de- 
fectives were able to unearth their prey. 
They found, him in bed in a tenement 
house in middle Gardiner stroot, while 
by his sido lay a yoiTng lad named Grun- 
dy, brother of Thomas Grundy, who is 
now in "penal servitude for intimidating 
the widow of the murdered man Kenny. 
Beforo leaving the house with their eager- 
ly sought captives, the police carefullj- 
searched the room, but without finding 
anything. Poole merely said " ho guess 
ed [).-irt!y what tliey had enwe there f»r. " , 
The prisoners wero walked into Britain 
stroet, whore a eub'was procured and the 
pai iy drove to the chief detective officu. 
After a short delay thero tho prisoners 
were again put into the cab, accompanied 
by their escort hb before and procoeded 
to Store streot station. 

IIAHMONY. 

After a few minutes' delay in tho oflice 
they were brought to tho cells and placed 
in such a manner as that an empty cell 
was between them. Though Poole ex- 
hibited much tremor when tho detectives 
had appeared in his bedroom', he had by 
this time not only regained his self pos- 
session but displayed most buoyant spir- 
its. Hardly had the door of tho cell been 
bolted on them when ono called out to 
the othor, " was ho not going to sing a 
song I" In reply Grundy struck up a 
ditty of a Fenian character, which had :-. 
chorus, Poole remaining silent. Grundy 
then complained that he did not join in 
the chorus. The singing continued on 
the part of Grundy for a little while, and 
ho then expressed a hopo that Poole was 
not gono to sleep. Then Poole sang a 
song of a nationalist, type, in the chorus 
of which Grundy vigorously joined The 
pair of prisoners could easily bo heard 
outside tho station singing for -.\ consid- 
erable time. On Sunday Devine and 
Woodward were beforo tho magistrates, 
and the evidence of Eastwood was taken. 
Devine displayed great skill in cross-ex- 
amining the detective, so much so indeed 
as to call from tho presiding magistrate 
the extraordinary remark that he had suc- 
ceeded in drawing from the witness par- 
ticulars, of the occurrence which even tho 
crown prosecutor hud failed to elicit, 
THE PANIC. 

It is needless to say that tho city on 
Sunday and Monday was deeply excited 
by the account of tho affray and murder, 
but this excitement was increased tenfold 
and almost reached a panic when a vague 
rumor spread through the city about 7 
o'clock thai 1 Mr. D. J. Field, one of the 
most respected citizena, had been assass- 



inated in a piablio thoroughfare, within a 
fiiw steps of his own doorway and under 
circumstances very much resembling tho 
Phoenix Park tragedy. The state of ox- 
citement in the city demanded iinmediuto 
action on the part of the authorities. Mr. 
Trevolyan stated in tho house of com- 
mons on Monday night that the authori- 
ties and the secret conspirators who or- 
ganized and carried out assassinations and 
outrages had now reached a stage of open 
and determined conflict. The privy 
council met yesterday morning in Dublin 
Castlo, under the presidency of Earl 
Spencer, and the result was tho issue of 
the proclamation declaring tho " curfew'' 
to be in force in the capital city of Iro- 
land. The police believo they havo tho 
gang by the throat, and they are going to 
make a final effort to strangle the conspir- 
acy. The struggle will bo sharp and se- 
vere, and may result iu the loss of nioro 
valuable lives; but it is absolutely imper- 
ative, if Dublin is not to bpeomo thor- 
oughly demoralized, that' tho don of as- 
sassins should be onco and for all cleared 
out.

THE HOME OF BALLET IS LOUDON 

■ 

A Glittering: Palaco. 

London, Dec. o". — Shortly after 11 
o'clock when tho performance had clooed 
to-night a fire broke out in tho well- 
known Alhambra Theater, which was 
completely destroyed. The Alhambra 
Theater is one of the bost known in Lon- 
don, and possibly in tho world, and is lo- 
cated in Leicester Square. Years ago it 
was a music hall, conducted on rather 
loose principles, and tho license was re- 
fused. Tho structure was remodelled and 
tho theater became one of the most ca- 
pacious in the Metropolis, affording sitting 
room for between six and sevon thousand 
poople. It had five or six galleries, with 
plato glass embellishments and plate glass 
voneered pillars. The effect when the 
building was illuminated by its hundreds 
of lights was dazzling in tho oxtiumo. The 
stage was enormous in widtli and depth, 
tu( I specially constructed with a view to 
I'd movements of large corps dn bullet, 
iijtd adapted to the production of specta- 
cular plays. Of late years tho thoator 
has been known as tho homo of ballet in 
London, maintaining several of the lead- 
ing ballet dancers in tho world. The bal- 
let girls and supernumeraries attached 
to tho theater ordinarily number about 
1300, and that number has been suddenly 
thrown out of employment by to-night's 
conflagration. Tho perfo 'manco to-night 
woh Johann Strauss' new opora, " The 
Merry War," in which the well-known 
artistes, Miss Constance Losby, Mdlle. 
Lory Stubol, Madame Amadi, Mr. Henry 
Wulsliam, Mr. Allen Thomas, and Alalia. 
Albert Lefevre, with Mdlle. do Labruyero 
and Mdllo. Mario Vallin as tho principal 
dameusw, appeared. They all escaped, 
although their loss in wardrobe is heavy. 
.Tho opera was gorgeously mounted, a 
grand military baiiet with silver-clad ama- 
zons as the rival armies being special' 
features. Tho iiro was first noticod in 
the saloon where refreshments were serv- 
ed. Shortly afterward the whole front 
uT "ui'o i'ii'eaier'' ffliir'*a'oittZ'o. TiTe'"dKnie» 
spread with fearful rapidity, and the en- 
tire structure was soon destroyed. Tho 
district around for some distance was il- 
luminated, and tho npoctaele was one of 
appalling grandeur. Tho causo of tho 
firo is unknown.

THE MA Yt) It's REPORT. 

A long and exhaustive report was road 
from tho mayor in which a number of 
subjects are practically nnd lucidly 
treated. After a short general introduc- 
tion the city finances are discussed and 
a clear debtor and creditor statement of 
accounts given. This shows that tho 
debt' of tho city bearing interest amounts 
to £182,500; $162,500 befeig for water 
works. The actual debt of the city has in 
reality been reduced to SI 49,121; and as 
an offset against lh:3 the city property, 
Which cost §240,842 if taken at its pre- 
sent value would represent at least 8350,- 
000 showing that if the whole debt were 
paid off tho city would have at least $200,- 
000 to its credit. 

A synopsis of street work for tho yoar 
is then given detailing the number of 
miles of streets (3'J|), distinguishing those 
that aro graded (25 miles) and those that 
are ungraded; the amounts in each ward 
for excavations on streets, the length of 
sidewalks (22i miles) etc. , etc., the num- 
ber of men employed and the amounts 
paid for labor, etc., etc. 

Bridges, tho public pork, cemetery, 
city hall and survey expenses were next 
dealt with showing the sums expended on 
them. 

Water works aro noticed in detail; the 
improvements mentioned and the satis- 
factory condition of the works comment- 
ed on at length. Purchase of additional 
hydrants and Witter meters is strongly re- 
commondod. 

Fire department matters are discussed 
in detail and much, useful information 
given. 

In the matter of liquor licenses a 
change in the method of grunting thorn 
is recommended so that lite mayor and 
council may havo entire control of the 
granting of them. 

In health matters a system of sowor- 
age is strongly recommended and also 
that action should be taken with refer- 
ence to Chinese wash houses. 

After speaking of the purchase of a 
street roller and rock crusher and the 
necessity of proper grades on the streets 
the report elo-ies with thanks to the conn: 
cillors aud city officers for their support 
and' harmonious working throujjb'uM n,,. 
year. 

After the report was read it was moved 
by Colin. Wilson in a few complimentary 
remarks that this, the first report of the 
kind which had been presented be re- 
ceived and ordered printed for tho infor- 
mation of the ratepayers. Ho never im- 
agined that there wore so many miles of 
smeti and Bidewa!ks; and hud been under 
the impression that the city was largely 
in debt when in reality it is out of 
debt with S20O.OO0 to its credit, 

Seconded by Conn. Shears who re 
marked that instoad of 50 per cent, being 
added to city property -that percentage 
should have been taken oil' the original 
cost to arrive at its proper value. Other- 
wise tho report was a very good one and 
was a stup in tho right direction. 

Conn. Wriglesworth supported the mo- 
tion which, was carried unanimously. 

A report from the henlth officer detail- 
ing number of visits to vessels, tho num- 
ber of passengers, white and Chinese, in- 
spected, etc., etc. Also recommending 
a system of sewerage and the stringent 
carrying out of sanitary measures. 

Received and ordered to be spread on
